Three of the number be­ 
ing members of the American Le­ 
gion, were shot down yeesterday af­ 
ternoon during the arm istice day 
parade when it passed in front of 
the I. W. W. headquarters. Another 
man, also a member of the Legion,! 
suffered fatal wounds in attem pting 
to apprehend one of those, said to 
have done the firing, while the fifth 
sn&n, B ritt Smith, secretary of the 
local bunch of Industrial W orkers, 
was hanged by a mob. 
Guardsmen were stationed by local 
members of the American Legion 
when the troops arrived while nearly 
one 
hundred 
others 
from 
nearby 
towns were in reserve. 
The crash came as the head of 
the parade swung into the street 
before the industrial headquarters. 
A burst of fire came ftom the win­ 
dows and roofs of nearby buildings 
and from a hotel across the street.

labor, and that the attack on the 
parade was the result of a campaign 
inaugurated by C entralia’s * business 
men to rid the city of radicals.

Omsk, facing a Siberian winter only 
a mouth or two off. living in a 
hand-to-mouth fashion with nothing 
in the way of clothing but the rags 
in which they stand, constitute a 
problem for the American Red Cross 
practically 
the 
only 
organization 
to which they can look with any 
hope of relief. The Associated Press 
correspondent 
accompanied 
Major 
Charles McDonald and Dr. A. F. 
Jackson, Red Cross managers, on a 
tour of inspection today. They were 
trying to gauge the necessities and 
match them against their resources 
already badly strained with relief 
worn among refugees and troops. 
Th*- first group of 
huts 
visited 
numbered a hundred and forty, cov­ 
ering perhaps an ae * 
of ground 
and averaging five persona to a hut. 
There were two -» th isim ila r set­ 
tlements in the ne1., hboyhood. Most 
of the huts were mere burrow* 
sometimes 
with 
a little 
window 
peeping out clf»se under the clay 
covered roof. Cr. de st^ps lei down 
into the dark interiors which one 
entered by’ doubl.a : up like a jack­ 
knife. Stoves contrived out of bucks 
and stones and scraps of sheet roil. 
a wide bunk or platform which serv­ 
ed as sleeping accommodation for 
the entire family, a table made out 
of odds and ends and a stool or two 
constituted the 
usual 
furnishings. 
To be sure there were more pre­ 
tentious ones here and there with 
wood 
sheathing against 
the clay 
walls, whitewashed or papered with 
new spapers, and having board floors, 
but ihese 
were 
the 
“bourzhui” 
among the refugee proletariat. 
One cave about eight feet by ten 
feet 
had originally 
housed 
seven 
people. Today they were two; the 
others had died 
during 
e ghteen 
months iii the sit*lenient. Most of 
those living in these huts have been 
refugees since l f‘l!» when they were 
driven from th»*ir homes in Poland 
and Lithuania by the Russian army 
during its first advance against the 
Germans. Many of them had been 
farmers, prosperous in a small way, 
or factory workmen or tradesmen. 
Nearly all of them find employment 
enough to eke out an existence and 
tho Omak 
government 
provide® 
food for those who are not able to 
work. 
The government also has establish­ 
ed a hospital in an adjoining bar­ 
racks; but such a hospital! Typhus 
and typhoid patients, men and wo­ 
men lay in a row* on a long plank 
platform in a d.ngy room. There 
are no separate beds nor beds of 
any sort, just places to lie down. 
The only ray of sunshine in all 
the gloomy surroundings was furn- 
* ish-^d by some five hundred children, 
wards of the Red Cross, studying in 
achoo! rooms in ’he barracks. Five 
hundied are already receiving as­ 
sistance* from the Red Cross and 
the Russ.an authorities report fif­ 
teen hundred more for whom as- 
sis'ance is needed. 
AN OLD BROKEN
